SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording Leather-Magic is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording promotes and supports the use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct and also tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes. It therefore falls under two of the provisions in s3(2) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, and is deemed to be objectionable. 

The publication was previously examined by the Chief Censor of Films in 1989 
(reference 031774) with no trailers attached, and was classified R18. There are two 
trailers entitled Leather Passion V1208 and El Bimbo V1209 present on this video 
recording. Therefore, it is not identical to that previously classified and must be 
considered afresh as a different publication. 

The feature Leather-Magic contains a scene entitled Pippi Squaw and a trailer entitled 
Leather Passion V 1208, both of which contain depictions of the use of urine in 
association with sexual conduct. The trailer entitled El Bimbo V 1209 depicts a young 
person in a sexual scenario for the sexual arousal of the viewer. 

A classification of "objectionable" places a limit on the right to the freedom of 
expression as set out in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. Flowever, in 
relation to this publication, the classification is considered to be a reasonable limit 
prescribed by law that can be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. 
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
